Napoleon at Dresden—Nine Hours of Mac- 
chiavellian Fencing,

As announced in the Herald a few days ago 
Prince Metternich’s posthumous memoirs 
trom 1773 to 1815, published by his son, Prince 
Richard Winneburg, were to have made their 
appearance on the 4th or 5th inst., in three 
languages, in London, Paris and Vienna 
simultaneously. There has been delay in the 
appearance of the work, however, caused by 
the fact thatthe English translation is not 
quite ready. The memoirs were written 
partly in French and partly in German,so that 
the task of rendering them from one of these 
languages into the other was a light one when 
compared with that of an entirelynew volume. 
The conditions are that the publications shall 
be simultaneous. The French publishers 
are obliged to wait until 
colleagues can produce their  edi- 
tion. The memoirs will dountless create 
considerable sensation. In deference to 
special testamentary disposition made by the 


Prince a period of twenty-five years was to 
elapse after his death before they should be 
giventothe world, when they were to be 
edited by competent persons and priated. 
The memoirs are said to contain ‘‘political 
revelations and personal dna of extraordinary 
value to the historian and of lively interest to 
the public of every European country.’’ One 
of the most interesting episodes recounted in 
the memoirs is doubtless Metternich’s own 
account of the momentous interview which 
took place between himself and Napoleon I. 
at Dresden, on the 26th ef June, 1813. The 
Prince, on the part of Austria, offered a medi- 
ation with a view of closing the war, but 
meanwhile was conducting the negotiations, 
which led to the quadruple alliance, and ulti- 
mately to Napoleon’s defeat at Leipsic: 
NAPOLEON IN THE SAXON CAPITAL. 

On June 2 I arrived st Dresden,and alight- 
ed at the house of Count Bubna. Napoleon 
arrived at the Saxon capital afew hours later 
than myself and summoned me to his quaitefs 
for the following day. He was staying at a 
villa in the Marcolini Gardens, upon the 
Elsterwiese,ffor he did not venture to take up 
his abode in th® city itself, and more than 2),- 
000 of bis troops were crammed into the 
Friedrich suburb for his protection. Napole- 
on’s position toward his army, as weil 
as toward the French people, was at 
that time a very critical one. The whole na- 
tion was split up intotwo parties; the one 
consisting of the “Men of the Revolution,’’ 
comprising a host of persons whose destiny 
was bound up with the endurance of the Em- 
pire, and the other comprehending allthe 


~ adherents of the royal Bourbons. The former 


were groaning overthe hazardous situation 
into which Napoleon’s devouringambition had 
brought their interests; the latter did not as 
vet dure to raise their heads, but were await- 
ing With impatience the results of the coming 
campaign, for which the nation was even than 
making gigantic preparations. The French 
army itself yearned for peace. Its generals, 
without exception, felt but 
little contidence As to the 
results ofa struggle which would become 
morathan unequal so soon as fresh allies 
should join the Russians and Prussians. The 
rovernments of the Rhenish Federation expe- 
rienced vreat difliculty In restraining the de- 
testation of Napoleon animating the German 
people: their own attitude toward him was a 
doubtTul one. which caused Europe to watch 
that of Austria with all the more eagerness 
and apxiety. Under these cirgumstances the 
appearance of the Austrian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs at Napoleon’s headquarters could 
not but be regarded by the leaders of the 
French army as an event the consequences 
of which would prove conclusive. It would 
be difficult for me to con- 
vey in words any idea of the miserably care- 
worn expression which I observed on the faces 
of the courtiers and generals, all glittering 
with gold though they were, who crowded 
the Emperor’s antechambers as I passed 
throughthem. The Prince of Neufchateil ( Ber- 
thier} whispered to me, **Do not forget that

But it is true, and can not be helped, although 


I now regret it.’’

The ‘‘claimant’’ had left Dartmoor for 
Portsmouth before my arrival at the former 
place. I heard a good deal about him, of 
course. He seems to have given an infinity of 
trouble. His applications to address the Home 
Secretary and to have interviews with direc- 
tors, Governor, doctor and priest were inees- 
sant. He got admitted to the church choir for 
reasons—he obtained a more comfortable seat, 
and he was excused labor on Saturday morn- 


ing that he might attend practice. The organ- 
ist assured me that he had no notion of sing- 
ing, and that the noise he made was some- 
thing between a chirp of a crow and the croak 
otfaraven. It was generaliy admitted bv the 
more intelligent prisoners who came in con- 
tact with him that his habits and manners 
were vulgar. He was doing his best, by the 
aid of French school-books furnished him by 
the priest, to master the French language: 
and he made all sorts of promises to a prison- 
er who was inthe next cell to him, and who 
could speak French, if he would aid him, but 
this man told methat he was very stupid at 
it, and that his progrees was very slow. When 
the claimant first went to Dartmoor he seems 
to have had a good friend inthe gentleman 
who was at that time governor of the 
prison. He was extremely troublesome, con- 
stantly breaking prison rules, and constantly 
being reported for doing so; but so long as the 
major remained in command he was never 
punished, and when he received visits from 
his friend, Dr. Kenealy, and others, the visite 
took place, contrary to regulations, in the 
Goverror’s office, and extra time was allowed 


¢ bim. The advent of Capt. Harris,as Govern- 


or, was a misfortune for Castro, or Orton, or. 
whoever he may be, I may here take the op- 
portunity of doing an act of simple justice to 
Capt. Harriss I am quite sure that if the 
son or brother of the Secretary of State were 
a prisoner under his eontrol, he would be 
treated with precisely the same indulgence as 
every other prisoner, and no more.

I know 
men employed in the tailor’s shop who did not 
need all their food, and who gave him some 
constantly; and the orderlies who carried 
around the bread were inthe habit of yield- 
ing to his entreaties to shy hima loaf,ifa 
‘*vood serew’’ happened to be on duty. By 
the way. a ‘‘good serew'’ amongst the pri- 
soners meansa man who does not do his 
duty. I knew alittle Irishman who told me 
that one day be was able to give the claimant 
six six-ounce loaves, and that he came very 
near getting three days as a reward for his 
rood nature. The big man was very unpopu- 
ar with seme of his neighbors, who say that 
he was a bad sleeper, and used to puff and 
blow and grunt and groan all through the 
small hours. He was unpopular with the 
warders, because it was with the greatest dif- 
ficulty he could be got to scrub his cell, or 
keep bis cell furniture clean. But I won’t 
say any more about the fellow. I should 
think the world has had enough of him, in all 
conscience.

Spelling of Shakespeare’s Name.

Under the title of** Which shall it be—Shax- 
pere or Shakespeare’” the veteran Shakspear- 
ean scholar,Mr. J. Halliwetl-Paillipps, has 
printed for private distribution a small 
pamphlet, which goes far to settle the vexed 
question of the spelling of Shakespeare’s name. 
Mr. Furnivall seemed to many people to stand 
on solid ground when he affirmed 
that the great dramatist surely knew how 
to spell his own name. His signature 
oceurs three times in his will, and 


there it is spelled Shakspere. What could be 
more conclusive? Happily for the interests 
of minute controversy, the form in which 
Shakespeare wrote his name on this occasion 
is notsoconclusive as it seems. Peeple were 
not so particular in the Elizabethan age as 
they are now about the spelling of their 
names, and, if anything, had a preference for 
varying the spelling, as if to try how their 
names would loo): in different forms. Nowa- 
days Browne would consider it a deliberate 
and intentional insult to write his name with- 
out the e, and Smythe would throw a letter 
into the fire if it came addressed to 
him as lain Smich. But Mr. 

Halliwell-Pbillipps has collected a number of 
instances to prove what he does not point out 
for the first time that the men of the seven- 
teenth century, even of the first -famulies, 

above all suspicion of not being able to spell, 
did not care for uniformity. Thomas Fuller 
savs that he has seen the honorable name of 
Villiers written fourteen several ways in their 
own evidence. Sbakespeare’s son-in-law, Dr. 
Hall, signed himself indifferently Hawle, 
Halle, and Haule;@Rowley, the poet, Rouley, 
Rowleye and Rowley; Alleyne, the actor, 
Alleyn, Aleyn, Allin and AHen. With these 
and many other examples to back bim,.Mr. 
Halliwell-Pbillipps may well contend that to 
follow signatures would ‘‘revolutionize the 

system of early nominal orthographv 
and lead to preposterous results.” 
But what authority are we 
to follow? We have spoken of Mr. Halliwell- 
Phillipps’ pamphlet as settling the question, 
but perhaps we should rather say that it un- 
settles the question. He does not, however 

leave us without a guiding principle. We 
should spell the first syllable, he thinks, as it 
is pronounced. We do not pronounce it 
‘‘Shax-pere,” and, therefore,should not spell 
it ‘*Shak-spére.’’ It was pronounced *‘Shake- 
spear’’ by his literary eontemporaries, and so 
spelled by Ben Jonson, by the editors of the 
first folio of his works, and by himself, or 
printers under bis supervision, in two print- 
ed letters. People may, therefore, in defiance 
of the New Shakspere Society, go on spelling 
it Shakespeare, without feeling that they 
thereby cast upon the poetthe imputation 
that he did not know how to spell his own 
name.

How They Live and Huw They Manage 
tv Support Themselves. 
{From the Boston Journal. ] 

Along the eu.bankment between Blackfriars 
and Westminster the student of social science 
may, 6n Sunday evening,observe the most re- 
markable spectacle in Europe. There is not 
a@tivonthe continent, not even Vienna, in 
which anything like it canbe found. Under 
the gleam of the electric lights thousands up- 
on thousands of men and women are stroll- 


ing, and itis easy to see that all of tnem be- 
jong to the humblest walks of life. It is not 
exaggeration to say that thousands of young 
virls may be seen wandering en- 
tirely unprotected by an male 
escort, and laughing, jeering, pushing,danc- 
ing, shouting, sometimes bebaving in what 
the French would call an ‘‘unqualified man- 
ner.’’ These are the work-girls of London. 
Heaven helpthem! Andthey are so little 
conscious of their degradation thatthey seem 
to take positive delight init. ‘*Do you sup- 
pore they are happy?" > Tasked an old Lon- 
doner. ‘‘Happy: They’re pleased as Punch 
with what they callalark. Lor’ bless you, 
they don’t think they’redoing wrong. They’re 
not brought up in a way to know much about 
the finer feelings. I can tell you.’’ They 
see immorality all around them, and never 
know anything clse themselves. If one of 
them remains reasonably pure, 
it is considered a great stroke of 
chance. They are ignorant as savages of ten 
thousand things which they ought to know for 
their own protection. They wander here by 
the river, talking sometimes in language 
which pen may not record. It is easy to see 
that many of them have been visiting the pub- 
lic houses, and by the time they reach the 
paternal roof’s protecting shadow some of 


them are oblivious of external circum- 
stances. Large gangs of men and bovs, of all 


vrades, from the coarse and dangerous villam 
in hob-natled shoes Lo the small 
city clerk with his tight-fitting clothes 
and his’ jargon of the  eounting- 
house, parade’ the broad ~~ sidewalks, 
now engaged in an amateur dance with some 
merry purty of girls, now talking to some other 
groups in language which would be insulting 
if they chose to consider it so, and now get- 
ting into a sound encounter at fisticuffs. <A 
fight among the virls is not at all uncommon. 
And these are the future motbers of‘ the 
working classes; these the creatures that must 
be in shop and market at sunrise and remain 
there until sunset every day except Sunday. 
And what a use they make of their Sunday! 
(of course the fathers and mothers, care- 
less and callous asthe majority of them are, 
stil! would feel a ceftain compunction about 
allowing their daughters to wander through 
the streets alone until long after midnight if it 
were nota custom which has become time- 
honored. What per centof the working-zirlts 
of London are thus exposed to every danger 
ofagreat metropolis Ido not know, but it 
must be very great.

Olympic—Neilson’s Juliet. 
Adelaide Neilson as Julict was the attrac- 
tion that caused the Olympic to be thronged 
with a goodly sized audience last evening. It 
was the opening night of Neilson’s engage- 
ment, and tora Monday night house was one 
of the best of the season—a littleinferior, per- 
haps, to that which greeted Mary Ander- 


son’s advent this year. ‘*Romeo 
and Juliet’? had been _ selected as 
the initial play, but it sheuld have 


been rechristened ‘‘Juliet,’’ for Romeo and 
the other characters might just as well not 
have existed as far as their wim Was con- 
cerned. Indeed it would have been a posi- 
tive pleasure tothe spectators if they could 
have witnessed the performanee of the star 
without the necesgary support of ‘‘a strong 


company.’? Of Miss Neilson’s Jaliet it is 
impossible to say anything unless 
it be to reiterate the praises which 
have been 80 lavishly bestowed 


upon her remarkable impersonation. It bears 
the ineffaceable stamp of dramatic genius: is 
a perfect picture of the highest histrionic art. 
In brief, Neilson is called “the only Juliet,’’ 
and to question the assertion would be rank 
heresy. ‘*Romeo and Juliet’’ bears the rela- 
tiontothe drama that Disraeli’s Henrietta 
Temple does to novels. It is the drama of 
love par excelience, and those scenes 
filled with what the French eall la 
grande passion have always been regarded 


as the best in Neuilson’s delineation of 
Shakspeare’s sentimental heroine. But last 


evening the strength and power displayed by 
the actress in the potion scene was a surprise. 
Miss Neilson had toned down the high color- 
ing wherewith she was wont to adorn it, and 
revealed atragic force that was unexvected 
by eVen her warmest admirers. Indeed, the 
house was literally thrilled with her bril- 
liant burst of agony, and three times 
was the artiste forced to appear before the 
curtain in response to the enthusiastic plau- 
dits of the audience. But itis needless to 
See Her rendition of Juliet from 
veginning to end is perhaps the finest ever 
seen fpon the stage. Neilson is the ideal 
Juliet of theater-goers, and that role will al- 
ways be the brightest leaf in her laurel 
wreath. But Romeo! ‘*Ob, what a fall was 
there!’’ As jNapoleon remarked it 
is only one step from the 
sublime to the ridiculous. This juxtaposition’ 
was exemplified last evening in the Jalict 
andthe Romeo. Mr. Compton assumed the 
role of thé love-sick swain. He is preten- 
tiously announced as from the Theaters Royal, 
Drury Lane and Adelphi.

WINE OR NO WINE? 

We are approaching another mile-stone 
in the round of life. Inafew more hours 
1880 will be here and all the world will be 
celebrating his advent. Holidays, as a rule, 
are somewhat boresome and to people of 
sensitive organizations there is none in the 
calendar which brings as much sadness,as a 
rule, as New Year’s Day. The institution of 
comparisons and the reviews of life which 
this day always inspires make it a gort 
of bete noir to those whose habits of thought 
incline to morbidity. If one finds himself 
worse off this year than he was at a corre- 
sponding date last year,he is likely to feel a 
twinge of melancholy. If he hes been fav- 
ored by fortune, he is certain to take a re- 
trospect, and the memory of his days 
which were full of struggle and disappoint- 
meat is likely to come back to him with 
anything but pleasurable sensations. 
However, New Year’s Day is a fixed fact- 
and we are all forced to make the best of 
it. In St. Louis society is split up on the 
question whether it is proper or not to set 
ruddy wine before the friends who on that 
day, according to custom, call to indulge in 
stereotyped congratulatory phrases 
of the occasion, to acknowledge their 
friendship or to cement with new 
pledges the ties which bind. Temperance 
people, the clergy, and afew moral news- 
papers, have always inveighed against the 
usage and have been at great pains to 
point out the evils which follow in its 
train. For our part we unhesitatingly de- 
clare in favor of wine in moderation on 
New Year’s Day. From time immemorial 
the breaking of bread and the sipping of 
wine has been the symbol of friendship. 
It is the emabodiment of hospitality. The 
gentleman who throws open his doors on 
New Year’s Day to his friends is under 
obligation to display his hospitality. That 
is best expressed by the collation and the 
wine bottle. He cannot afford to assume 
that his callers are not gentlemen, that they 
have no control of their appetites, or that 
they will abuse a good, familiar creature 
like wine. He has as much right to assume 
that they are gluttons and that they will 
eat too much, as he has to say in effect 
that he distrusts their ability to look upon 
wine when it reflects its color in the eup. 
In point of fact, as many people injure 
themselves by overeating as overdrinking. 
Dyspepsia and indigestion work great so- 
cial evils and it is just as logical to talk of 
abolishing the friendly board where the 
cold turkey, the rich patties, the dough- 
nuts, the sandwiches and the indigestible 
smoked tongue repose as to force to the 
rear tthe soul-inspiring wine-cruet. 
New Year’s Day is necessarily one of 
conviviality. The classic writer who- put 
on record the observation that “No one 
sober ever dances unless he is a fool,’’ 
might have followed up his moral reflections 


bim. . There is a difference between a man 


 lips*\s a heroic phrase foramodest news- 


ing New /Year’s calls without a 
gentle stimulant to jowarm i the 
cockles of the heart is the dreariest of 
human performances. It may be said that, 
when the rich Lucullus or the refined 

enas gathered at their board the wits 
of the day to quaff the acrid Falernian, 
they were but followers of the behests of 
barbarism which made wine and sociability 
inseparable; but the appetites and the hu- 
man passions are as changeless as the sea- 
sons or the movements of the planets. The 
nectar of the gods, the wine of the poets 
and the stimulus of the laborer fill the 
same place at the social board in this bright- 
est era of civilization that they did when the 


of Canaa, performed his first great miracle 
by turning water into the veritable jutce of 
_the grape. On every social occasion in the 
sacred life of Him wine was a feature, and 
it typifies in the sacrament to-day the most 
beautifdl faith in our religion. Because 
men are prone to abuse the gifts of 


nature is no reason why one of 
its richest should be sealed in a 
jar, like the Genii in the ‘‘Arabian 


Nights,’’ and turned into the waters of ob- 
livion. We, therefore, unhesitatingly pro- 
nounce in favor of wine on New Year’s 
Day. Where there are conscientious scru- 
ples, the festive caller should be treated to 
warm coffee or warm lemonade. Where 
the condition of the receiver is such as to 
warrant it, there should be at least three 
kinds of wine on the sideboard. The 
pledges of friendship should be lightly in- 
dulged, but they should be warm and gen- 
erous all around.

lie Indian Troubles—Its Agricultural Adl- 
vantuges—Chat With a U. S. Army Offi- 
cer. 


Capt. Chas. Béndire, ot the United States 
Army, who has been stationed at Walla-Walla, 
Washington Territory, for some time, arrived 
from that post last evening and is now quarter- 
ed atthe Planters’ House. Tbe Captain, who 
isin command of one of the companies of the 
First Cavalry, was visited bv a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter and the following information obtain- 
ed concerning that portion of the country: 


Inreply to a question about the londian trouh- 
les of the territory, the Cuptain stated that tne 
Indians were remarkably quiet the present 
year. The lasttrouble experienced with the 

ndiansinthat portion of the West was what 
was termed the Bannock campaign, whick oc- 
curred in 1878. He stated thatit would be very 
difficult to give the immediate cause of that 
trouble, The members of that tribe started on 
the war-path end commenced the slaughter of 
dcfenseless pee le, and the army was called 
upon to settle the difficulty. The result was 
that the Bannocks surrendered and were taken 
from their reservation. Cupt. Bendire inosin- 
usted that the Indian question was a very i- 
cate topic upon which un army officer was - 
luctant to express an opinion, Hestated that 
the best explanation given ofthe Indian trou- 
bie inthat country was made by Sarah Winne- 
maucca, a chief's daugiiter, who is now lectur:

The regular asmy of the Department af Colum- 
bia, of which Washington Territory formsd a 
part, consisted oftwo regiments of infantry 
and ten companies of cavairy. Tneofficer ex- 
premsee himeci{ as delighted with the turritory 
n which he had been stationed. It wasa fine 
agricultural country especiully udapted for the 
peter ofwheat. The territory was set- 
ling up very rapidiy, as peoplefwere coming 
there to locate permanently from all part« of 
the Union, particularly from California.
